MEMORANDUM FOR THE DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF DEFENSE 

(INTELLIGENCE) (RAM) 


SUBJECT: Key Intelligence Questions 


Per your memo of 18 May 1975, I have, revievzed the 
KIQs for FY75 and offer the following comments : 

o Overall the KIQs are not strong on technology , 
a situation which I trust will be 'ameliorated 
through the efforts of the Scientific and 
Technical Intelligence Committee. STIC is addres- 
sing the need for increased attention to foreign . 
science and technology and. is developing a set of 
items to be proposed for inclusion in the FY76 
KIQs. As ARPA is represented on the STIC, our 
more detailed suggestions will be included in 
that proposal. 



o With specific reference to the FY75 KIQs, I note 
that when technology is mentioned it is in an 
operational context, as in KIQs 17 and 21. To 
assist in preserving our lead-time advantage, it 
would be useful to address technology developments, 
as well as applications, in the analysis. Many 
obviously important technologies such as computers, 
LSI, etc. are not mentioned. Perhaps this general 
situation indicates that the R&D community has not 
.been a strong user of K1Q output .
